Views of Sargent on the Im pending 
Trouble. 
T ebbe H aute (Ind.), August 24tb.— 
Nothing authoritative will be given out as 
to the deliberations of the Supreme Council 
until to-morrow, at the earliest. It is 
8mong the probabilities that the decision of 
the Council may not be reached for several 
days. This Sunday saw no convening of 
the Council proper. This does not mean 
that the agencies were not at work. 
The Council last night put into the hands 
of Grand Secretary Debs, of the Brother­ 
hood of Firemen, Vice-Grand Master Mor­ 
rissey, of the Brotherhood ofTrainmen, and 
Vice-Grand Master Downey, of the Switch­ 
men’s Mutual Aid Association, the delib­ 
erations of the Conncil, and they will pre­ 
pare certain propositions to be presented to 
the Conncil, which will detine the action 
of the Supreme Lodge. This committee 
has been in session since 8 o’clock last 
evening. The members separate only to 
take what may be strictly named as 
lunches. 
Sargent was at his office to-day, overhaul­ 
ing books and papers which not only bear 
on the threatening general strike on the 
Vanderbilt system, but he is compelled to 
look over his work as regards the Brother­ 
hood of Locomotive Firemen. An Asso­ 
ciated Press correspondent called at Sar­ 
gent’s house this afternoon, and Sargent 
was as frank as usual. He had carefully 
read Powderly’s letter to Webb, sent out 
last night. While Sargent wonld not ex­ 
press any opinion as to the action the 
Council would take on the report of the 
commtttee, yet he freely expressed himself 
about Powderly’s missive. He said: 
“I admire Powderly’s stand. Powderly 
puts Webb in the position he belongs, and 
which, when the public thoroughly under­ 
stand it, will convince it that Webb is 
wrong. Webb’s position is directly oppo­ 
site to that taken by Depew, his superior 
officer. Depew always advocated the or­ 
ganization of labor.” 
To sns’ain this statement Sargent gave 
the Associated Press reporter the following 
extracts from an address delivered bv De­ 
pew at a meeting of the Firemen's Brother­ 
hood held at Tammany Hall, May 15, 1887. 
Said Depew at that time; 
•I believe in an organization just like 
yours for protection, for charily, sobriety 
and indnstry. It is proper in these days 
that there should be an organization, for 
the simple reason that the business of this 
world cannot be carried on in aDy other 
way. That railroad people ongbt to be 
able to intelligently discuss the questions 
of the day, and should tell the Government 
that they did not want imported labor.” 
“These expressions of Depew,” said 
Sargent, “show conclusively be was in 
favor at that time of organized labor. He 
believed in the right of the workingmen to 
go to the polls and exercise their right of 
franchise.” 
Said Sargent: “The Knights of Labor 
have taken an active part in legislative 
affairs in the State cf New York during the 
past year. Much of this legislation being 
directly in the interest of the railway em­ 
ployes, and the New York Central being 
one of the largest corporations that would 
naturally be affected by such legislation, 
and many of its employes going before the 
Assembly in behalf of bills presented, and 
the fact that some of the men discharged 
by the New York Central were participat­ 
ing in this effort to bring abont the passage 
of these labor bills before the Ntw York 
Legislature, shows plainly that the com­ 
pany is antagonizing the Knights of Labor 
in its present action, for had the men been 
discharged tor drunkenness, breach of dis­ 
cipline and such causes as are now claimed 
by Webb, he would not hesitate one mo 
ment to have an investigation. I am sur­ 
prised that men who bad been in the em­ 
ploy of the New York Central for eleven 
or twenty years should now be dismissed 
on account of character. It is a sad com­ 
mentary on the management of the road. 
“In the course of the address delivered by 
Depew Sunday, May 25, 1889, shortly be­ 
fore the Director sailed for Europe, he said 
to the meeting of Brotherhood Engineers 
at New Haven: ‘There are a few things 
about the relation of the President to the 
employes of the road which I would like to 
say. We both draw our salaries from the 
same treasury. The President of the com­ 
pany has his duty to the stockholders of 
the road, but it is not, as many of you sup­ 
pose, his only duty. While he must see to 
it that proper economy is maintained and 
an earning power developed, he must see 
that the public at all times gels the best 
possible service, and that the men in the 
employ of the company are treated well. 
It is his duty to march out and take by the 
throat and throttle any man who, in his 
briel authority, treads on the toes of some 
one of the men under him. The railroad 
goes on forever, and the men in its employ 
realize the security of their employment, 
and it gives to them an independence 
which is their right.’ 
“Any one who reads these utterances 
of Depew understanding^ cannot help 
but beli*ve that Depew, as President of 
the New York Central Road, believed in 
the recognition of his employes whenever 
th( y desired to confer with him, and if any 
of Lia subordinates practiced any injustice, 
in his own words he said,‘I would take 
them 
by the throat 
and throttle 
them.’ The employes who were dis­ 
charged by the Central were denied 
the right to give their side of the story to 
the management. They claim that they 
had been mistreated by the subordinate 
officers, demanded a redress, were refused 
a hearing and have now combined for pro­ 
tection, just us advocated by Depew, Presi­ 
dent of the New York Central. 
“Powderly, as the men’s counselor and 
adviser, comes forward, and by honorable 
means tries to bring about an amicable 
adjustment. He is met by the acting Presi­ 
dent of the road and informed that the 
employes have no rights in the premises. 
He also says he will discharge any man at 
any time, and no questions need be asked. 
“At the New Haven meeting Depew 
went on record as advocating the combin­ 
ing of labor for its own protection. He 
said: ‘Some time ago I was working up 
some matters regarding the progress of 
civilization. I learned that our laws came 
from Great Britain, where, prior to 100 
years ago. labor had no voice in her legis­ 
lation.

“The Knigh's of Labor, as anorganlzi- 
tiwi, are combining to day to protect the 
New York Central employes, jnst what the 
President of tli3t great corporation advo­ 
cated, and I aw io sympathy with the boys. 
While I have never been an advocate of 
strikes, where there wa3 a way open to 
avoid them, yet I cannot help but believe 
that the position of the executive head of 
the Knights of Labor is correct.” 
THE KEPOKT TO BE MADE KNOWN TO DAT. 
T ebbe H au te, August 24th.—After a 
session of cue hour the Supreme Council 
adjourned until 8:30 to morrow. The re­ 
p o r t o f the subcommittee has been com­ 
pleted, but the Council decided not to enter 
upon its consideration to-night.

The E flfectijf H a ntiling Salm on W ith 
N aked Hand. 
San Frano-bco, August 24th.—Amont’ 
the arrivals from Alaska recently is a fish­ 
erman who has beet’ employed for some 
months past at Bristol bay. A number of 
canneries are located along the river,, and 
about 200 fishermen are engaged in salmon 
fishing there. The fish are caught in large 
nets, from which they are removed tty 
band. 
Lately, after this work, many men hare 
been attacked in thehand and arm by seri­ 
ous blood poisoniDg. The hand and arm 
increased to a horrible- size, and took on a 
leaden hue. Then the-swelling commenced 
to subside, when running sores broke 
through the tightened skin, and in effect 
tbe arm was more than haif paralyzed. 
The swelling was accompanied by dull 
paina in the head, with railing awav of 
strength and complete prostration. The 
sufferers multiplied rapidly, until nearly 
one-half of the fishermen were down. No 
deaths resulted, to the knowledge of the 
narrator, but no complete cures were ef­ 
fected. When the swelling subsided the 
sores continued in a more or less active 
state. 
The trouble created a panic among the 
fishers, and they commenced to forsake 
work. There were no doctors nearer than 
Oonalaska. and bandages and poultices 
helped little to ease the pains of the suf­ 
ferers. 
The case is a novel one in medical 
science. In handling salmon it very often 
happens that the hard, sharp fins and 
scales slightly puncture the skin. It has 
never been known before, however, that 
blood poisoning of the strange kind de­ 
scribed has resulted.

R ear-A dm iral Brown B elieves 
lutlon Is Taking Place. 
S e a ttle (Wash.), August 24th.—Rear- 
Admiral Brown, of the United States 
steamship Charleston, which arrived here 
from Honolulu last night, stated to an 
Associated Press correspondent that the 
next advices he receives from the Hawaiian 
Islands will probably bring tbe news of a 
revolution, and of tbe declaration of a 
Republic. Tbe Admiral says tbe educated 
natives are dissatisfied with the Govern­ 
ment, which is conducted mostly by for­ 
eigners, and advocate tbe prineiple of 
Hawaii for Hawaiians. A revolution has- 
been talked of for some time, and tbe 
Charleston was sent to Honolulu to protect 
American citizens. A revolution was 
planned for August 4:h. 
"I learned of it August 1st, but the next 
day received sailing orders. The natives-, 
learning this, postponed the revolution un­ 
til after the departure of the Charleston, 
but I expect to hear by the next advices 
from Honolulu that bd actual outbreak has 
occurred. The King has been persuaded 
to join the schemers by a promise of in­ 
creased power, but they are simply making 
a tool of him, and as soon as they secure 
control of the Government they will put in 
as Queen Kalakaua’s sister. The reform 
party will resist this, and anarchy will en­ 
sue, resulting in a Provisional Government 
and finally in a Republic. 
‘The Nipsic isat Honolulu, and the Iro­ 
quois and Mohican are on their way there. 
In case of a disturbance the American sail­ 
ors and marines will be landed with artil­ 
lery to protect the Americans.”

ibeTe were no hitches, no delays, and 
everytbi. 'g went like clockwork. 
Six 
American seamen, six of the original sail­ 
ors who se.’ved on the monitor built by 
Ericsson dt/riog the war, acted as pall­ 
bearers and t arried the casket to the hearse. 
TPhenever th e procession passed in front 
of a chnrsh. no matter of what denomina­ 
tion; bell» tolled e requiem to the memory 
of the great Swedisl>Ainerican who was 
being-carried away. All along the route 
the etreets were ihrot god’ with 'people, and 
uncovered heads were bawed in respect to 
the precious contents of Ac hearse. When 
the procession arrived at the pier the re­ 
mains were at once cai riod on board the 
tngboat Nina, which, pisoeded by the 
steam launches of the fleet, proceeded to 
the United States ship Baltimore. 
Secretary Tra-cy and other officers and 
guests on board the Nina were received 
on board the Baltimore by Captain ScMey, 
the Swedish Minister, being represented by 
bis secretary, Baron de Fries. The remains 
of Captain Ericsson were hoisted aboard th» 
boat and the casket placed on the quarter 
deck. Everyone stood wiih uncovered 
head, while Mr. Robinson, one of the exe­ 
cutors of Captain Ericsson's estate, deliv­ 
ered a brief address, delivering the remains- 
to the care of Captain Schley. He said: 
“It is my honorable duty to commit to 
your care the body of Captain Ericsson, to 
convey it to the land that gave bitn birth. 
We hold in grateful remembrance the serv­ 
ices he has rendered his adonted country 
for fifty years, aDd we now give his re­ 
mains to the land of his birth. 
No one 
wrought greater things in naval warfare 
than did he.” 
Captain Schley, irr reply, said he ap­ 
preciated the honor conferred upon him, 
and made a few remarks enlogistic of the 
memory of Captain Ericsson and the serv­ 
ices to the country. Secretary Tracy held 
a few minutes’ conversation with the offi­ 
cers of the Baltimore and then the visitors 
returned to the Nina. The Baltimore got 
under way, the Nantucket fired 100 guns 
from a battery of howitzers and tbe Balti­ 
more went down the line with the Swedish 
flag flying from her foremast and the Am­ 
erican flag at her stern, both being at half 
mast.

Poverty Drive» Him to Bow Snbrafsston 
to »J*e Queen. 
L ondon. August 24th.—Ex-Maharajah 
Duleep Singh’s apologies and submisrttn 
to Queen Viitoria are wholly dictated by 
poverty and disappointment. Owing to 
the instigation of a well known Irish 
leader, Duleep, four years ago, renounced 
his loyalty, dedared hi» hostility toward 
lhe British Crown, and placed himself in 
tbe hands of Russia, as mi instrument for 
whatever designs Russia might develop 
against India. The St. Petersburg Govern- 
raent welcomed him, mads him a substan­ 
tial allowance for his expenses, but kept 
hisn from court, carefully avoiding actions 
of serious responsibility, the time not being 
ripe for fomenting.trouble against England 
in India. 
Two years ago Russia intimated ta 
Duleep that he was not particularly want­ 
ed and Duleep sought refuge in Paris. 
Meanwhile the British stopped Duleep’s 
pension, devoted a part to the payment of 
ilia debts and assigned a portion to Du- 
leeps neglected children, the balance 
having accumulated to the amount of 
many thousand pounds. 
Duleep now 
hopes to secure this balance. The Govern­ 
ment is not unwilling to permit his return 
to England, but he will never be received 
at court or readmitted to the royal circles. 
Duleep, though a eon of a stable-boy, was 
adopted by the great Runjeet Sipgh. Lion 
of the ?UDjab, whom the British defeated, 
and his territory was annexed. Duleep 
was handsomely treated untH his extrav­ 
agance exceeded all limits and his conduct 
disgusted tbe British authorities. He will 
now have to take a back seat. 


PANDEMONIUM fcEIGNED. 
A Theater the Scene of a Serious and 
Bloody Riot. 
H u n tin g to n (W . Va ), August 24th.— 
There was a serious and bloody riot at a 
performance given by tbe “Sunny South” 
theatrical company at Ceredo Friday night, 
the particnlars of which have just been re­ 
ceived. Oue man was shot, aud overa 
dozen badly beaten, while the floating 
theater in which the trouble occurred 
was badly wrecked. Tbe trouble was in­ 
augurated by a number of toughs, who 
persisted in insulting the people upon the 
stage. 
During the second act three of the per­ 
formers left the stage with clubs, and at­ 
tacked several of their tormentors, out 
were overpowered and Cruelly beaten. 
The remaider of the company went 
to their assistance, when some one 
turned out tbe lights. Pandemonium 
broke loose, and every man began an on­ 
slaught on his neighbor in the dark, while 
the women screamed. The police arrived, 
but this only made matters worse, and 
soon pistol shots began to echo around the 
hali. Finally the crowd charged into the 
stage after the fleeing performers, who un 
ceremoniously flung themselves into the 
river, where they were stoned in tbe dark: 
ness. Every oue of the police and show 
people were badly injured by the stone3, 
and tbe condition of several is serious. 


Farew ell Banquet. 
S t. P btersbu ro, August 24lh.—A fare­ 
well banquet was given last evening at the 
Peterbof palace. The Czar, Emperor Will­ 
iam, Chancellor Von Caprivi, DeGeirs and 
a Dumber of leading officers were present.

There 
were nineteen rases on board at one time, 
aud one victim died at Port Royal.

Cotton-spinning in Germany. 
The Frankfurter Zntumj contains an ac­ 
count of the expansion of cotton-spinning 
in Germany, which goes to show that the 
spindle power added during the last two 
years exceed» 513,500 spindles. It is esti­ 
mated that 40,000,000 marks have been 
invested in cotton mills during that time, 
and that this is probably an underestimate, 
as many mills which have manifestly in­ 
creased their spindle power have refused 
to make full returns. After giving details 
of the new spindles, the paper adds that, 
according to English statistics, the number 
of cotton spindles was in 18S8 42,740,000 in 
Great Britain, 23,180,000 on the Continent, 
13,500,000 in America and 2,430,000 in 
East India. Taking the number of spindles 
in Germany at 5,500,000, the increase 
during the two years is 10 per cent., which 
considerably exceeds the ratio of increase 
of spindles in Great Britain, said to have 
been 918,000 in 1889, or about 2 per cent.

among the lawless on the other side of the 
continent._________ 


E x -C o n g ressm an Horace F. Page is 
dead. 
H e was well known in this city, 
where he had very many friends and was 
highly esteemed. Some ten years ago he 
retired from political life and took up his 
residence in W ashington city. 
M r. Page, 
when first elected to Congress, was a resi­ 
dent of Placerville. 
H e was a hard-work­ 
ing, practical man in an humble calling. 
Unexpectedly to even his best friends, 
when he entered political life he proved 
to have special capacity for it, and served 
his district several terms in Congress with 
faithfulness, efficiency and industry, and 
made himself felt in the halls of the N a­ 
tional Legislature. 
H e was especially 
prom inent in the advocacy of the first 
Chinese exclusion measure, and was nota­ 
ble for the vigor and presistency with 
which he pushed the claims of his district 
for public improvements. 
There are very 
few instances of self-made men who so 
rapidly came to the front of public promi­ 
nence from such an obscure position as Mr. 
Page occupied. 
After his retiracy from 
political life he opened an office in W ash­ 
ington in practice of the law and in special 
lines achieved sufficient success to meet his 
ambitioD. 
H is death was sudden and 
shocked a large circle of old-time friends 
in California. 


T he electrical railway proposition will 
again come before the City Trustees this 
m orning. 
The request of the 
Central 
Street Railway should be granted—th at 
th e company may introduce the overhead 
system . 
The R e c o rd -U n io n has hereto­ 
fore given reasons in detail why the peti­ 
tion should receive affirmative response; 
we deem them unanswerable. 
O f course such reasonable provisos as 
will protect the public interest should be 
m ade regarding service and the occupa­ 
tion of the streets with machinery of the 
road and sim ilar matters. 
To such pro­ 
visions the company will not interpose ob­ 
jections we assume, since it is to its inter­ 
est to have all things made plain, to avoid 
all am biguity of contract, and to have the 
public in harmony with the scheme of the 
investors. 
W hat has elsewhere proven so success­ 
ful must succeed here, the conditions be­ 
ing more favorable. The track of the 
C entral Road is by Eastern experts pro­ 
nounced one of the liest laid and best 
ctocked in the U nited States, and it is 
therefore admirably adapted to use by 
rapid transit cars. 
In fact, while the elec­ 
trical cars in San Jose are successful, the 
track over which they run most of the dis­ 
tance is too light, too narrow, and is ill- 
adapted to rapid motion and easy riding. 
W e have reason, therefore, to expect far 
greater success over the broad gauge, heavy 
raiis of the Sacramento road. 
We hope to see the day soon when horses 
for motive power will be abandoned on all 
three of the Sacramento lines and electricity 
or compressed air substituted. 
As discov­ 
ery and science now stand in relation to 
each other as motive powers for car lines, 
electricity is first, compressed air and cables 
second, steam third and horses last. 
W ith 
horses in use, therefore, on level roads and 
in a warm climate, we are at the rear of the 
procession. 
As a consequence, the outly­ 
ing sections and the business portions of 
th e city are too far apart in the m atter of 
tim e. 
The one thing to do to advance 
local interests is to bring them nearer to­ 
gether. 
The first move in that direction 
is the proposition to be passed upon this 
morning. 
If granted, it will closer relate 
residence and business sections, not only 
by greater rapidity of transit, but by 
greater regularity, by certainty in the 
runniug of cars and by increased carriage 
capacity. 


THE C08ÜMNES TRAGEDY. 


T h e discharge of the Chinese under ar­ 
rest for the murder of young Pierson was 
an act of simple justice. 
A t the East the 
impression obtains to a considerable ex­ 
tent that race prejudice is so bitter on the 
Coast that the Chinese cannot secure a 
fair bearing before our magistrates and 
juries. 
W e know this to be an unwar­ 
ranted jadgmeDt, and that the Chinaman 
lias as fair a field in our tribunals as the 
citizen. 
Indeed, the fact is that in some 
respects hwenjoys immunity from the pen­ 
alties of the law that the citizen cannot 
«scape, since it is not only difficult to ar­ 
riv e at the truth where Chinese witnesses 
are involved, but the secretiveness of the 
C hinam an and the mysterious power of his 
secret tribunals, and his submission to the 
several Chinese companies, serve as shields 
to him, which our officials are seldom able 
Ao penetrate. 
• 
Tn the case in qnestion a number of 
young men visited a Chinese fruit camp 
w ith the avowed purpose of creating a 
difficulty. 
They had not any serious 
wrong in contemplation, they intended to 
provoke a fight with fists for the mere 
“ sport” of it. 
The purpose, in short, was 
th e legitim ate outcome of the slogging 
«raze that has seized upon the mauhood of 
the day and is brutalizing it. The Chinese 
had, however, every reason to lielieve that 
th e provocation to fight was with intent to 
kill. 
They thereupon set upon the young 
, JE8U with knives and killed one of them. 
T errified at the result of the melee, the 
entire party of Chinese fled, their fruit 
crop was abandoned, their goods left be­ 
h ind, and to this date but two of the nutn- 
l>er have been found. 
These two have now been examined be­ 
fore a magistrate of this city and dis­ 
charged, properly so, the D istrict Attorney 
adm itting th at no conviction could be had, 
and the Court ruling that the Chinese 
w e re justified in their actions. The unfor­ 
tunate young man who met his death was 
least blameworthy of any of the group of 
Americans, but this the Chinese could not 


know. 
The outcome of this sad affair is a les­ 
son, the effect of which should not be lost 
upon our people. 
Such lawless actions as 
the young men were guilty of are m agni­ 
fied at th e East into undue importance, 
an d all Californians are reproached in con­ 
sequence for suppeeed inhum anity to the 
Chinese. 
As a result our complaints arc 
p u t aside concerning the undesirability of 
the Chinese as residents of fhis Stale, the 


T h e Wisconsin saws that when electricity 
in sufficient volume, or of sufficient ca­ 
pacity, can be generated w ithout the use 
of steam power and dynamos, it will su­ 
persede steam power, but until then it 
must rem ain second to steam.

found its way through the legislative 
boards of the metropolis, and the same 
condition of things will prevail in the 
Capitol should Mr. Buckley’s man be re­ 
turned by the people.

Referring to the company and its pros­ 
pective operations, the Galt Gazette says: 
“The shortage of crops in this section 
this season places tho farmers in a most 
embarrassing position.

Something must be done 
to ameliorate the condition of things. 
W heat-raising is proving to be less re- 
mnnerative each year, and the farmers will 
be compelled to direct their attention to 
the prodnction of other and more profit­ 
able crops than wheat or barley. 
“To be enabled to branch out into diver­ 
sified farming both from an agricultural 
and horticultural standpoint, the first and 
chief essential agency required is an abund­ 
ance of water for irrigation purposes. W ith 
a sufficiency of water our farmers can raise 
anything and everything. A farmer can 
make a better living, save more money, 
and have a happier borne, on twenty acres 
of land, well cultivated and subject to 
thorough irrigation, than he can upon his 
160 acre tract the way he is used to farm ­ 
ing at present.”

Some tim e since m ention was made of 
the early-day experiences of James I. Fel- 
ter of this city in prospecting for coal at 
Hawk’s Ravine, near Folsom, and of his 
purpose to renew the enterprise. 
Re­ 
ferring to recent operations there the Fol­ 
som Telegraph says: 
A few weeks sgo we mentioned the fact 
that a party of prospectors, under the guid­ 
ance of Jam es I. Felter of Sacramento vis­ 
ited an abandoned claim at H aw k’s Ravine 
for the purpose of looking after a coal mine 
which Mr. Felter and his partners had 
found there twenty-six years ago. The 
expert that accompanied the party, repre­ 
sented some heavy capitalists, and when he 
had investigated the matter and reported 
they were so well pleased and satisfied that 
they determined to acquire the tract by 
purchase, and negotiations are now pend­ 
ing with that eDd in view. The coal fonnd 
there is the finest quality of blacksmith’s 
coal, and is equal to ihe best in use. 
Years ago Mr. Felter and his partners 
took ont a great deal of coal at the place 
named, and at the time they were working 
the claim supplied a blacksmith named 
Palm er who had a shop in Folsom. They 
expended a great deal of money in the en­ 
terprise, and would have succeeded in de­ 
veloping a good mine, as the supply there 
seem inexhaustible, but transportation fa­ 
cilities were not easy of access, aud other 
causes impelled them to let the m atter go 
by. Now everything indicates that the 
m ine will be reopened and developed and a 
thriving industry built up. One thing is 
certain, the capitalists are very much inter­ 
ested in the mine, and are determined to 
make it go, and that, too, at no remote 
period.

W e are 
picking late peaches, and the crop is very 
good. Oranges are doing well, and figs and 
prunes are above the average. 
Lodi—Ezra Fiske. The grain harvest is 
over, and the yield is about half the aver­ 
age crop. Grapes are ripening, and the 
prospects are good for a full crop. 
Denverton—S. K. Nurse. W arehouse re­ 
ceipts for northern Solano county and the 
Monteznma hills indicate less than half a 
crop of grain. 
Napa—W illiam H. Martin. The weather 
has been favorable for the grape and fruit 
crops. Potatoes are doing well. Orchard- 
ists are still shipping frnit East. 
Santa Rosa—C. C. Farm er. The fruit 
crop is turning ont much better than was 
expected. Peaches are about all gathered, 
aod prunes look fine. 
Chino—John Waason. The tem perature 
and sunshine during the past week have 
had a decided effect upon the curing and 
ripening of the deciduous fruit crop.

FOOTHILL FRUIT, 


The T rees Not Seriously In ju red by L ast 
Season's R alus. 
As the fruit-grow ers progress with the 
harvesting of th eir crops it becom es very 
evident th at the continued rainB of last 
w inter had no bad effect w hatever on the 
fruit trees, and th at a larger crop than 
nsnal will be harvested by th e . grow ers in 
this vicinity, says the Folsom Telegraph. It 
is true th at a few trees were killed, as a re­ 
su lt o f th e excessive m oisture, bu t this 
happened only on a very few farm s, and 
then in hollow spots in th e field w here the 
w ater could not he drained off, and which, 
because the ground was so thoroughly sat­ 
urated, could not be absorbed. 
A great many people predicted that the 
grape crop would be small on this account, 
but it turns out that more grapes will be 
picked and sold this season than ever be­ 
fore. The same may be said of the pear 
crop, which is also very large. 
Captain 
Aull has an enormous crop on his orchard 
near town, and has already shipped several 
carloads East, with more to follow. 
He 
has realized a snug little sum from them. 
The fruit that usually matures late in the 
season will be abundant, and in many in­ 
stances a large quantity ot the young green 
fruit had to be picked to prevent the over­ 
loaded limbs from breaking off.

troubles. The climate agrees with him , 
and be has greatly improved since his ar­ 
rival. H e has gained sixty pounds in 
weight. 
The picking of Ihe grape crop on the 
Orangevale tract commenced last week. 


The yield is a ton and a half to the acre, 
and the vines are but two years old. This 
is a rem arkable yield. The grapes are of 
the Flam e Tokay variety. 
W hat makes 
them so desirable in the Eastern markets 
is the coloring of the grapes. 
A great deal of work ha9 been done in 
the Orangevale colony to the roads and 
avenues therein and to the thoionghfares 
leading to the tract. The colony has now 
some of the best roads to be found in the 
country, and the managers intend spend­ 
ing considerable tim e and money to keep 
them in first-class condition. 
The water of the American river now 
goes through the bottom openings of the 
dam, and the face of the structure is free. 
The only change observable in it is that the 
stones over which the water ran since last 
winter has taken on the biack appearance 
of old granite. There are no leaks in it, 
and it is as solid as a single rock. The 
cement and stone has hardened into a com­ 
pact mass. The crown of the dam is clean 
and there was no deposit left there.

THE HAPPY VIENNESE. 


T h e A u strian G overnm ent a n d P eo p le as 
Seen by an A m erican. 
Correspondence of the Washington Star.] 
" giebt nur eine K aieser Stadt, Es giebt 
nur ein Wien. 
This is the old refrain th at has foryeais, 
ever since H aydn, charmed the Austrians 
and finds an echo in the heart of every 
visitor. 
London, Paris, Berlin, Dresden, M unich 
and S tuttgart have their attractions, but 
not one of them has that indescribable 
abandon and prim itive hospitality th at is 
peculiarly characteristic of the Viennese. 
Music, song, beer and cheer are the stars 
that revolve around the axis of their exist­ 
ence, and to live free from care, to-morrow 
being blotted out of their dictionary, is the 
hight of their ambition. 
No wonder they 
are jolly and fat, and it is easy to account 
for the chic of the women. 
But this condition produces startling re­ 
sults. 
Out of 100 births 40 are bom out­ 
side of wedlock. 
The State looks calmly 
on, as it did in the days of M aria Theresa, 
only disturbed when the average male pro­ 
duction fails to fill the ranks of the army. 
In this one particular Vienna even sur­ 
passes Paris, a distinction that does not 
shake the pride of the average Austrian. 
“Honest and ignorant as an Austrian,” is a 
common phrase, and we have had num er­ 
ous instance while on our travels. 
“Our 
fathers did so and 60, and we, therefore, 
must do so,” seems to be their motto. 
_ The spirit of progress and evolution 
finds little recognition. 
Y et they are 
happy and contented, have a royal city, 
full of tall, elegant and costly buildings, 
a splendid Opera House, worthy of any 
city, in which the works of the masters are 
reproduced with a fidelity worthy of all 
praise, a “Stephans K irehe” or cathedral 
that can vie w ith St. Paul’s and Notre 
Dame. 
Statues erected to the memory of 
its great men of the past that are not 
scarecrows, and a “Schatz Kammer” that 
contains enough dead capital, relics and 
genu, to make thousands of 
poverty- 
stricken people happy, and a Belvedere or 
art gallery that has hundreds of old mas­ 
ters, and the arrangements of the interior 
of which surpasses that of Dresden. There 
is an exhibition here at present—semi-in­ 
ternational—which is very good indeed. 
The agricultural and mining products of 
the country and adjacent countries are 
lavishly displayed and artistically arranged 
and give evidence of prosperity and com- 
rue: cial enterprise. 
The objects of inter­ 
est in and about Vienna are famous; the 
Kahlenberg, a mountain view th at you 
reach by elevated rail, is well worth visit­ 
ing, while lovely Schoenbrun, the home of 
the great monarelis of the past, and made 
doubly renowned by its occupancy by Na­ 
poleon, is as ever a gem set in green emer­ 
alds and sparkling diamonds. 
The only and original Strauss is now 
with us green Americans. 
H ere they 
laugh at our crazy adulation, for there are 
a score of composers and leaders who are 
considered his superiors, but, as our im­ 
mortal Barnum has said: 
“The American 
loves to be humbugged.” 
I t is delicate 
ground to give a reason for many of the 
conservative “Sleepy Hollow” ways 
of 
these people, but it can be told without 
meaning or giving offense. 
The Church is 
supreme; it leads and distates, the State 
follows and obeys. 
I t is ah object lesson 
for many of our own countrymen, and 
especially our own countrywomen, and I 
was never more forcibly impressed with 
the grandeur and wisdom of our institu­ 
tions than during this European trip, and 
God forefend th at any of our children 
should live to see our country fall into 
European ruts. 
The m ilitary demands sap every founda­ 
tion and exhaust every fount. 
A country 
where a woman is a mere drudge and 
where an aged matron and a young child 
are used as beasts of burden is no country 
for any deeent American to fall in love 
with. 
Every essential of manly and 
womanly independence is stifled; the spirit 
of obedience and subserviency dominates 
and is supreme. 
The character that grows 
out of the “Frinkge'.d ” surroundings can 
never be an elevated o n e ; it is pretty nar­ 
row and local and lacks that broad, cosmo­ 
politan spirit which grasps the demands of 
the hour. 
Our gram mar school children 
know more, think quicker, are more prac­ 
tical than two-thirds of the older people 
of Europe. 
W hile 1 was w riting this letter a piece of 
paternal governnient was made known to 
me. 
Ju ly 14th I sent from Berlin to 
W ashington a cablegram ; It seems I paid 
1 m ark and 5 pfennig a word, when the 
tariff is $1 20. 
To-day I was called on 
by our Consul-General, who had been 
officially informed to collect from me the 
36 cents I owed the G overnm ent! 
Now, 
the question arises, had I paid too much 
would I have been as closely followed ? 
Speaking of Consuls-General, I cannot 
speak too highly of our official here. Julius 
Goldschmidt, although ouly one year in 
office, is beloved by all. 
H e is intelligent 
and energetic and has, against great ouds, 
won the respect of the exporters. 
The 
result of his work is a largely increased 
revenue and an honest, clean adm inistra­ 
tion of consular duties. 
Colonel Fred. 
G rant, our Minister, is absent; 
I under­ 
stand he is generally liked. 
Mr. Chew, 
Secretary of Legation, an old W ashing­ 
tonian, received us kindly. 
In this con­ 
nection I cannot forego the question so 
often asked, W hy has the United States no 
home of it own in the different capitals of 
Europe? 
The State Departm ent allows 
20 per cent, of the salary for rent, when it 
could own a building, the interest of which 
would not be over 3 per cent., thereby 
raising and dignifying the position of our 
officials saving 17 per cent., or giving the 
poorly paid Consuls and M inisters the 
benefit, for they are wretchedly paid. The 
Consuls-General at Berlin and Vienna are 
hard worked, driven from early morn to 
late in the day by hundreds of merchants. 
They have no bed of roses, and if they do 
their duty, no sinecure ; 
then the cost of 
living in both places is very high. 
G er­ 
many and England outshine us, because 
they have trained foreign officials, and the 
sooner we have them the better for us. We 
have learned so much in the short time of 
our political existence, we can learn more. 
The American is liked and sought abroad, 
his liberal ways are like an oasis, and the 
influence we spread is wholesome and f ar 
reaching. 


A dam of St V ictor. 
Adam de St. Victor, who died in or 
near the year 1180, was the most fertile 
and one of the greatest of all the Latin 
hymn writers of the Middle Ages. 
Dr. J. 
M. Neale and Archbishop Trench each 
greatly admired his poetry; and Trench's 
collection of hymns contains some excel­ 
lent examples of Adam’s work. 
H e was 
one of the Victorines, or monks of the 
Augustinian Monastery of St. Victor, near 
Paris. This monastery was, in the twelfth 
century, the headquartevs of that pietistic 
mysticism which arose as a protest against 
the dialectical and dry scholastic divinity 
of the time. 
It had a wide influence 
in promoting popular devotion throughout 
W estern Europe. 
The other principal 
Victorine writers were the eminent Hugh 
de St. Victor (1096-1141—whose writings 
greatly influenced St. Bonaventura—1221- 
74—Pierre d’Ailly and John Gerson), 
R ichard of St. Victor and W alter de St. 
Victor. 
H ugh was a Flem ing or W alloon, 
and was the founder of “Summists,” a set 
of theologians so named from his “Snmma 
Sententiarum.” 
Richard (d. 1173) was 
the prior of his abbey, and a Scotchman by 
birth. 
W alter was distinguished by the 
hatred and contempt he exhibited for the 
dialecticians and “Summists” alike, the 
principal of the Summists of his tim e be­ 
ing the celebrated Peter Lombard, called 
“the master of sentences.”—American Woles 
and Queries. 


Maxwell Evarts, the youngest son of 
Senator Evarts, has been appointed Assist­ 
ant U nited States District Attorney in 
New York City. 
The young man appears 
to be well qualified for the place. 
H e 
graduated at Yale in 1884, and two years 
later finished a course of study at the 
H arvard Law School. 
Since then he had 
been introduced to tlie actual practice of 
law in the office of Seward, Da Costa & 
G uthrie. 
Senator Evarts nearly forty 
years ago was U nited States D istrict A t­ 
torney for the New York district.

Not content w ith defeating the Sacra­ 
mentos at Banner Island Park yesterday 
morniDg, the Stocktons came with them 
ovgr here to Snowflake Park and gave the 
Senators 
another walloping in the late 
afternoon. How the unfortunate Stocktons 
m ust have relished these two victories; 
They had been playing ever since the 
Fourth of July trying to down the Sen 
ators, and their long-desired chance came 
only yesterday. It is to be hoped that yes­ 
terday’s victories are the beginning of a 
succession of winnings by the team, and 
that they will keep up the good work until 
the club occupies a respectable position in 
the race for the pennant. 
The attendance at the game was very 
poor, the crowd being probably the smallest 
that has this season occupied the grand 
stand at a Sunday ball game. It is safe to 
say that the majority wanted to see Stock­ 
ton win the game, having confidence in the 
home team ’s ability to come out winner at 
the end of the season. 
The Stocktons started right in to play 
ball of a superior order, and kept it up 
daring tne entire game. They were never 
headed by the Sacramentos, and instead of 
falling down they kept steadily increasing 
their lead, and won the contest handily by 
a score of 8 to 3. 
The visitors had their men back in the 
old positions, bringing Fudger in to do 
shortstop work, Wilson to guard the third 
corner, and Armstrong to receive Perrott’s 
twisters. They played a magnificent game 
throughout, and their heavy batting, which 
came in at the proper time, won them the 
game. 
Two runs decked their score in the first 
inning, and this gave them confidence, for 
with euch a man as Perrott in the box, two 
tallies m ust be considered a fine start.

In response to the call of First Lienten 
ant Kleinsorge, of the Sacramento Athletic 
Clnb, about two dozen of the athletes went 
ont to East Park yesterday morning for 
an out-door practice in anticipation of the 
coming State Fair am ateur athletic con 
tests.

They started in 
at the four-foot mark, and as the'tape was 
raised the contestants dropped ont until 
only A rthur Arnold, Campbell and W hit­ 
more were left. Arnold and W hitmore 
quit at the five-foot-two mark, but Camp­ 
bell kept on until he had cleared the five- 
foot-six mark.

WAS IT ARSON? 


W a lte r D av is A rre s te d fo r F irin g M . S. 
C a rb in e ’s D arn . 
W hile the barn of M. S. Carbine, at T hir­ 
teenth and K streets, was burning Satur­ 
day night, a young man, who seemed to 
know something about Carbine’s affairs, 
volunteered the information to a R ecord- 
Union reporter that Carbine had on Friday 
discharged a man who had been in his 
employ, and that the man had been seen 
at the barn a few minutes before the lire 
was discovered.

He 
was gone for a few minutes and then he 
was seen to come from the direction of the 
barn again, and board a passing street car. 
He had ridden but a few blocks when the 
fire broke out. 
Davis went to the circus that night, and 
it was said that he talked with Beveral per­ 
sons there about the tire in a m anner that 
indicated that he knew considerable about 
it- 
. 
Carbine went to the Police Station yes­ 
terday and swore out a w arrant for Davis' 
arrest, charging him with arson. 
Officer Farrell arrested Davis at about 1 
o’clock id the afternoon, and locked him 
up In the City Prison, 
Davis, when inter­ 
viewed, stoutly denied all knowledge of 
the origin of the fire, and maintained that 
he bad nothing to do with it. 
Police Judge Buckley was consulted, and 
as the evidence against Davis was consid­ 
ered hardly sufficient, being wholly of a 
circumstantial nature, it was decided to re­ 
lease Davis on his own recognizance.

An old citizen of Ibis city has passed 
away. 
Raphael 
Oppenheim. a 
retired 
merchant, died at his residence at Eighth 
and 1 streets at an early hour yesterday 
morning, after a brief illness. 
Deceased 
was a native of Holstein, Prussia, and 68 
yeats of age. In 1840 he went to England, 
and from there to the I nited States. In 
1847 he returned to Europe, but came back 
the same vear and eDgsged in business in 
Uniontowñ, Kentucky. Two years later 
he married Miss Louisa Gaugh of that 
place, and in 1851 they came to California. 
Mr. and Mrs. Oppenheim took np tbeir 
home in this city, and he opened a general 
merchandise store on J street where W. R. 
Strong & Co. are now doing business. 
After the fire of 1852 Mr. Oppenheim 
leased 
a new building erected 
there 
by 
Sam 
Brannan. 
In 
1859 
he re­ 
moved his store to the place now occupied 
by W. M. Petrie on J street, near Seventh, 
where he remained until 1865, when he 
went out of business. H e claimed that his 
trade fell off because of his intense Dem­ 
ocracy, party feeling then running very 
high.' For all that he amassed a handsome 
fortune during the war, and was one of the 
1 largest claimants for damages suffered by 


the rebel private Alabama, which cl. t~ 
¡ were several years later allowed by t>- 
Geneva Conference. 
Deceased leaves a wife, two sons and one 
daughter—Philip, Em anuel and California. 
The sons and daughter are married. 


MORMON ISLAND’S PIONEER. 
The death is announced of Thomas 
Stephenson, which occurred at Mormon 
Island, near Folsom, on Saturday last. 
Deceased was an old pioneer in that local­ 
ity, having settled there in early days, when 
Mormon Island was a prosperous and pop­ 
ulous mining neighborhood. W hen men 
ceased to make their living bv digging gold 
and abandoned “ the camp,” Mr. Stephen' 
son remained, and for many years past was 
the oldest inhabitant of Mormon Island. 
For more tban a quarter of a century, it 
is said, be had been the Justice of the 
Peace and Postmaster for that township. 
He had seen the settlement dwindle away 
from a bustling m ining village to the one 
building occupied by him self as a wayside 
inu aud resting-place for travelers and 
teamsters to and from the mountains.

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A TOUGH STOEY. 


H o tv a C attish L earn ed to Chew an d E n­ 
jo y T obacco. 
A m ong a lot of catfish th a t M ayer D orr 
cau g h t one n ig h t on a bob was one th a t 
w as 
still alive w hen D orr got 
home, 
alth o u g h it bad been on 
th e 
bottom 
o f th e Lóat for th ree hours. 
T h is tenacity 
of life interested D orr in th e fish, and he 
tu rn ed it into a tu b of w ater. 
T h e catfish 
proved to be so lively and apparently con­ 
ten ted w ith its lot th a t D o tr got a large 
aquarium on purpose for it. 
T h e fish was 
no t long in dem onstrating th a t it was not 
only tenacious, b u t sagacious. 
I t would 
seize and devour worms or o th er m orsels of 
food throw n to it, bu t when th e same 
things were p ut iuto th e w ater w ith a fish­ 
hook concealed in them th e catfish could 
not be induced to touch them . 
I f th e bait 
was held very near him be would take it 
carefully betw een h is teeth, so th a t the 
barb of th e hook was tu rn ed from him , and 
cairy it to th e opposite end of th e aqua­ 
riu m and drop it there. 
One day D orr was standing a t th e aqua­ 
rium , and in cu ttin g a piece of tobacco 
fram a plug some of it fell in th e water. 
I t sunk and th e catfish m ade a rush for it. 
hen his nose cam e in contact w ith it the 
fish hesitated and seemed uncertain about 
tastin g it, b u t finally he took it in. 
H e 
chew ed aw ay on th e tobacco for some tim e 
and th en sw allowed it. 
H a lf an hour 
la te r D orr was passing th e aquarium and 
was grieved to see his pet catfish off in one 
corner, lying over on its side, its eyes 
relied back in its head and th e very pict­ 
ure of ooisery. 
D orr thought th e fish was 
dy in g from nicotine poisoning. I t w ouldn’t 
m ove w hen touched, but sim ply turned its 
eyes and looked sadly up a t its m aster. 
Its sym ptom s were unm istakably these of 
causes, and D orr expected to see th e last 
of his pet in a sh o rt tim e. 
In th e course 
of an hour o r so, however, th e fish began 
to show signs of im provem ent and was 
soon able to swim about, bu t it was very 
feeble th e rest of th e day. 
T he n ex t day 
it '.vas as well as ever. 
D orr experim ented on it w ith tobacco 
again, and to his surprise th e fish took it 
th is tim e w ithout hesitation, and begau 
chew ing w ith evident enjoym ent. 
I t re­ 
tire d to th e com er of th e aquarium and 
chew ed and rolled th e quid about in its 
m onth w ith as jterfent contentm ent as a 
cow ex h ib its w hen chew ing h er cud. T his 
tim e th e catfish did not swallow eith er th e 
juice or the tobacco, and by th e tim e it had 
ex tracted all th e essence of th e quid th e 
w ater was yellow w ith tobacce juice all 
around th e fish. 
W hen th e catfish had 
chew ed the quid long enough to satisfy 
h im he spat it out. 
H e wasn’t sick after 
th is trial, and d uring th e course of the day 
took th ree big chews of strong navy plug 
tobacco. 
Since then tli 
fish has become a con­ 
firmed slave tc I he tobacco habit, and if he 
don’t get his chew at regular intervals his 
nerves seem all upset, aud he tears around 
in th e w ater and frets and worries until 
th e tobacco is banded over to him , and 
th en he settles down in his corner and 
chews in as m asterly a m anner as a ru ral 
p o litician does w hile discussing th e state of 
th e country in th e village tavern. 


DO DOOS HAVE MIND'-’ 


S tra n g e S to rie s o f th e P o w e r o f M a g n et­ 
ism O v er D u m b B ru tes. 
[From the London News.l 
Even Mr. Jingle and Mr. Jesse never 
thought of applying animal magnetism to 
sporting dogs. 
But this is part of “The 
Scientific Education of Dogs” as practiced 
and taught by “H. II.,” whose book is pub­ 
lished'by Messrs. Sampson & Low. “I have 
held a lot of dogs by the magnetic power 
of will from doing wrong hundreds of yards 
away from m e,’ says “11. II.,” and he adds 
th a t if he unbent his mind by making a 
rem ark to a friend the spell was broken. 
It cannot be th e power of the human eye, 
he thinks, that acts thus, for how can the 
eye act at a quarter of a mile’s distance ? 
H e m ight shut his eyes and try if the mag­ 
netic power still lasts. 
“To he a first-rate 
dog-breaker a man must have lots of ani­ 
mal magnetism,” which, according to the 
philosopher, is developed by f(*ee of will. 
B ut what is will, or is it a form of “mag­ 
netism ?” 
Even in dog-breaking we reach at once 
th e debatable land of metaphysics and are 
embarked on Schopenhauer’s speculations 
before we know it. 
Of animal magnetism 
exercised by the rider on the horse little 
need be said. 
The man may influence the 
beast by contact unconsciously, not by 
“ will force."
